Polio Stricken Navy Pilot Pens 
Last: Words To Help Find Cure 


WASHINGTON (P) — Notes 
written by a young navy pilot 
stricken with polio—in the 
hopes that he might help “find 
a cure for this thing’”—have 
been released by his widow now 
that he is dead. 


The pilot was James Olin 
Chiles, 25, junior grade lieuten- 
ant stationed at Anacostia 
Naval Air Base. He was taken 
to Bethesda (Md.) Naval Hos- 
pital a week ago with symp- 
toms of polio. 

Mrs. Chiles, 26, visited him 
last Wednesday when he was 
still able to talk. He told her: 
“Dorothy, this is the best thing 
that could happen. Maybe I 
can work with the doctors and 
find a cure for this thing.” 

A few hours later he wrote 
his first case note, in pencil in 
his personal notebook: 

“To doctor: 

“First notices vision incoher- 


ent or something at 1640 (4:40 
p. m.). Can’t even see clearly 
what I’m writing. 

“If anybody puts me in a 
respirator, please note: I can- 
not swallow. I have a rapid ac- 
cumulation of mucus in my 
throat. If I am not allowed to 
turn my head. to the side to 
spit, I'll choke to death.” 


His next brief note was an 
hour later: 


“Doctor: 
“1758 (5:53 p. m.) noted very 


poor control of tongue in 
mouth.” 


The last note of all: 


“My neck is paralyzed, doesn’t 
hurt anymore.” 


That was about 8 p. m on 
Wednesday. Lieutenant Chiles, 
of Lakeland, Fia., died of bulbar 
poliomyelitis, at 9:20 the next 
morning.
